A Press Bureau 

An example which might well be followed at McCill University 
is one which was recently established at C ornell and several other 
large universities to the south of us. Official Press Bureaus have 
been established for the dissemination of University news. This is 
gathered and placed in condensed form so as to be of interest to the 
public, creditable to the University, and authentic. 

In these universities a weekly bulletin of University happenings is 
prepared, each item is condensed as much as possible by the Bureau 
and sent broadcast through the country. Newspaper editors taking 
up this bulletin find the gist of the week's happenings at a glance in 
such form as can be conveniently made use of and still further circul- 
ated. The institution receives a great deal of publicity in this way 
since the editor will use the copy that is sent him knowing il to be au- 
thentic, to be carefully condensed and ready for use. The benefit 
that the other colleges receive from this sort of publicity could be re- 
ceived by McGill. It is true we are not as large an organization as 
those in question, still authentic news would probably be welcomed 
by the press issue throughout Canada. It is worth trying.

I; Is wiih the third kind of critic 
thai we sympathise most of ail. One 
would gather from the local news- 
paper : thai the public frequenting the 
play houses and concert halls ivo/o 
divided as follows: The flrsl party 
consists of those who lake an interest 
in the performance, While the second 
party do. - j[s best to divert lite atten- 
tion of the first from what Iu going 
on mi the stane. 

This second paftl is snhdivideil in- 
to two ll 1st I net uroups, those who are 
fond of chocolates, and the accom- 
luihying disturbance which they 

cause, «Pile the other group Is fo'ld 
of chiclets, or in other words, chew- 



ing gum. We might also add a third 
class, thai which falls asleep during 
i the performance. Again, »<• have 
those who enjoy a. hit of conversation 
during the performance. Besides 
these are ihe late comers and those 
leaving before the end of the per- 
formance. To complete the Usl we 
might add thai party which is fond 
of rowdyism m us différent forms.

.if rules posted in all theatres where 
musical and dramatical performances 
ai.' given, Why noi make a bcglanlng 
in this direction'.' We have already 
eliminated one annoyance, that of the 
wearing of hats by ihe ladies while in 
ihe theatre. What next? There aie 
remedies to ill .-wis, bm all of these 
.ne not io ihe taste of nil parties con- 
cerned. 

Let us review these evils and reme- 
dies systematically.

ped. As io chewing gum, that is 
harmless aa far as creating a noise is 
concerned, 'iim.se failing asleep are, 
like those who have before ihe con- 
clusion of ihe performance, a m-i;im- 
eable quantity. As renards late com- 
ers, the best thing to do in their case 
would he to keep them at the hack of 
the hall while the pkl> is noim; on. 
There is no better means of prevent- 
ing people front having a little chal 
during the evening than hy staring 
them mu nf countenance. As to row- 
dyism, that is best done away with by 
strictly enforcing Ihe rules of good 
conduct in the theatre. Attain, no vi- 
sible harm results from people, leaving 
their seals in a hurry at the conclu- 
sion of a performance, this bcim; only 
a means of measuring the effect of 
I the performance on tin audience, lo- 
gically, ihe more a performance Is 
appreciated, ihe longer will tin- pub- 
lic Cling Hi their seals al the conclu- 
sion of th.- programme. 

It seems as if th. re should he what 
would he termed "The Ten Theatre 
Commandments," dealing with the 
annoyances just described, and which 
would make a performance much 
more Interesting to the real theatre- 
goer, who noes to a concert or a play 
much aa hi- would t>> a place of busi- 
ness,

John Smythe i 1 .11 is a man of parts, — speaking geographically as 
well as with clue reference lo the* many qualities, capabilities, charac- 
teristics, attributes, and attainments which have made him famous at 
a comparatively early age, Discussing the ''ueition from a territorial 
standpoint, one part is Montreal, another Calgary, and a third Len- 
tioxville. The first named plat e was honoured hy his hirih. the others 
he graced as a school hoy, attending Western Canada College and 
Bishop's College School respectively, As to his ''ualities, etc. (see 
supra) John Smythe Hal| seems endowed with the faculty of always 
being put in charge of any organization he becomes connected with, 
Me is for ever being elected a president, or at least a secretary, or 
committeeman of something or other. Sometimes they onb' make 
him a vice-president; but when this occurs he turns his attention else- 
where and consoles himself by becoming a treasurer or manager of 
some other confiding body, In fact, the only organization lo which, 
he has ever been attached which has failed to give him a "say-so" as 
to the disposal of the fund 5 is the Canadian Pacific Railway; but he 
will doubtless have Sir Thomas consulting him before long. 

Our "Little Tin God" was born in Montreal in 1894, so close to 
the campus that his earliest vocal efforts mingled with those of the 
Rooters' Club. Horace Greeley's advice to young men was applied 
in his case at an early age and he 'Went west" where he attended 
Western Canada College. His school days were completed at 
Bishop's College School and the combination of knowledge ac 'uired 
at the two institutions sent him to McGill in 1910.

He also took a keen inter- 
est in the "Daily," contributing editorials and articles from time to 
tine. He finally became president of this journal. The Union was 
another institution in which he was interested and he was rewarded 
with the presidency for 1913-14. Although a Science man, he pa- 
lionized the "Lit." and last session was vice-president of that society. 
He was a member of the Students' Council under S. G. Dixon when 
the finances of the Student Body were re-organized and established 
on a safe and firm basis. The Eastern Townships Club have found 
him a useful member of the Executive, while he is also the secretary 
of the Association of Railway Graduates. 

"Jack" Hall's busiest days, however, were spent this fall when he 
look over the duties of manager of the football team, the most import- 
ant athletic aggregation from the managerial point of view. Of 
ccurse, since the concentration of duties on the head of a professional 
secretary, managers' positions are not what they used to be; still abun- 
dance of work remains for the football manager and our "L. T. G." 
carried on his office to the satisfaction of all. 

There is no need to describe Mr. Hall. You all must know him 
by sight. He was the man behind the pipe at all the football games. 
Whenever a gust of wind blew the smoke away you could see him 
parading nervously up and down the side lines, in an agony of appre- 
brnsion lest the other side should score a touch or one of our men have 
his suit torn beyond repair. (More expense.) 

We predict a brilliant future for our popular hero and the best 
wishes of all McGill men will be with him as he goes parading down 
the years, reaching out on this side and on that to receive presidencies, 
secretaryships, etc., from the willing hands of numerous admirers.
